Sm: 
Т have the honor to report that since the date of my last report, 
December 7, 1886, there has been practically no change in the 
organization and distribution of the Militia of the Territory, and 
‘there has fortunately been no occasion for its employment in 
active service. A complete roster of the Militia is returned here- 
with marked appendix “A.” At this time the Inspector-General is 
engaged in inspecting the various troops in Valencia County, with 
special instructions to collect all the arms issued to them, and if in 
his judgment the best interests of the service and of the territory 
demand it, to disband the same. — = 

The total expense of the Militia to the territory for the years 
1887 and 1888 has been $1,327.53 or a trifle over 12 per cent of the 
amount now authorized by law, $5,000 per annum for Militia pur- 
poses, А full itemized report of such expenditure is herewith re- 
turned marked appendix “В” 

In this connection [ would earnestly renew the recommendation 
contained in my former report that а sufficient appropriation be 
made by the territory, say $5,000 annually, to provide adequately 
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for the pay of men and their supplies when on active duty; while 
$5,000 i8 more than ample to pay the expense of the Militia when 
not in service as the law now stands, even in the depreciated ter- 
ritorial warrants, it is utterly inadequate when they are called ‘out “ 
into active service, or for providing them means for encampnients, 
drills or with any provision whatever for uniforms. In addition 
to the appropriation there should be а complete new Militia law 
passed, somewhat in accord with the laws of other states and terri- 
tories. As the law now stands there is not only no adequate pro- 
vi.ion for paying the men, butabsolutely no method of compelling 
them to obey orders, or serve unless they wish. And the term of 
enlistment is very indefinite, it may be for six months or it may be 
for ever, but in either event there is no means of compelling them 
toserve. 'The organization has been effected: entirely by General 
Orders, and has proved of the greatest service to the territory in. 
protecting the property and persons of its citizens from hostile 
Indians and outlaws, and I have not yet heard of an act of insub- 
ordination or refusal to go when ordered, although they knew 
they could not be compelled to do so and had every reason to be- 
lieve that they would not be paid even the pitiful sum to which 
they are entitled under the present law. 

No provision was made by the last legislature to pay the indebt- 
edness incurred by the territory on account of ordering out the 
Militia after the raiding Apaches under Geronimo in 1885. The 
House of Representatives appointed a special committee consisting 
of one member from each county to examine the certificates and 
vouchers in my office; which committee reported in favor of pay- 
ing the amount of certificates outstanding. The report was adopted 
and a bill for that purpose passed the House, but from some 
yeason unknown to me failed in the Council. The history of these 
certificates is briefly as follows: On the 26th of May, 1885, Gov- 
ernor Sheldon received urgent telegrams from many prominent citi- 
zens in Silver City, urging him to order out the Militia after Gero- 
nimo and his band, who were just then raiding through that part 
of the territory from Arizona, In- compliance with the request 
the companies at Socorro and Chloride were ordered out. On the 
9th of May other telegrams from prominent citizens in Deming, 
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Albuquerque and Malone were received, asking that Col. Foun- 
tain’s regiment be ordered out. This was done, and Col. Marmon's 
, troops were also ordered out, and arms and ammunition were sent 
from the Armory here to Hillsboro and-other exposed points 
where they were asked for, in order that people might protect 
themselves from the raiding savages. Some-troops were in the 
field acting independently or with the regular troops against the 
Apaches until July 1st of that year, at which time they were re- 
ported to be in Old Mexico and 1t was considered that the necessity 
for the Militia being out had ceased So they were recalled, and 
the following General Order was published, Governor Ross hav- 
ing succeeded Governor Sheldon on the 15th day of June, 1885:

GENKRAL ORDERS, 
No. 9: | 

I. ТЬе Governor and Commander-in-Chief congratulates the 
people of the territory upon the termination of the Apache raid 
within its borders. It has been the shortest and least destructive 
of life of апу within our history. This gratifying factis due to the 
vigorous and effective pursuit made by the regular troops and the 
eflicient assistance rendered by the territorial Militia. It is hoped 
and believed that this experience together with a new and vigor- 
ous policy оп the part of the general government will prevent such 
lamentable occurrences1n future. 

Ten troops of U. S. Cavalry are distributed at as many exposed 
portions of the territory for the remainder ot the summer, and it is 
believed they will afford ample protection to our people aud pun- 
ish any hostile Indians who may come within our borders. ` 

II The promptness and zeal with which the Militia responded 
to the call for assistance cannot be too highly complimented, and 
to the officere and men the Commander-in-Chief extends his sin- 
cerest thanks, personally and on behalf of the people of the whole 
territory, for therr gallant and arduous services in protecting life 
and property and їп restoring peace and confidence to the exposed 
settlements, 
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ПІ. The Commander-in-Chief regrets sincerely that the meager 
appropriation made by the Legislature for the payment of this 
class of expenditure will not meet the allowance to the officers and" 
men which they have so worthily earned. But certificates of in-^ 


debtedness will beissued for pay and other allowances forall claims < 


under the Militia Act, and it is believed that upon a showing of the 
necessity for this expenditure, which the Governor will make to 
the next Legislature, that body will promptly provide for payment 
of these certificates wíth interest

In accordance with that Order, certificates of indebtedness were 
issued to the officers and men who had served under the call of 
Governor Sheldon, and to those who had furnished them supplies, 
to the total amount of $25,87139. Each certificate was made to 
the person who had rendered the service or furnished the supplies, 
and they were not negotiable in terms. The original vouchers 
upon which they were issued are on file in this office subject to in- 
spection. 

This course of issuing such certificates had been discussed by 
Governor Sheldon and myself when the Militia was first called 
out, and it was decided that this was the only practicable means of 
auditing these accounts, the Legislature having limited the amount 
to be expended in any one year to $5,000. On the 2nd of October, 
1885, it was learned that Geronimo with his murderous gang wes 
again in this territory, when the Governor promptly ordered out 
the Militia to act independently and with the regular troops 


_ against them. Under this order some Miltia were in the- field 


until the end of the year 1885, when they were called in, the hos- 
tile Indians having left the territory. 

Under this last call indebtedness to the amount of $27,268.22 
was incurred for which certificates similar to the former series 
were issued, making the total amotint of Militia certificates issued 
on account of the Apache raid into New Mexico $52,689.61. 
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‘Of which there was issued under Gov. Sheldon’s call $25,871 39 
Of which there was issued under Gov. Ross’ call 27,268 22

These certificates do not promise to pay anything, but were 
issued simply as a certificate that the various accounts have been 
audited by the proper officers, and the amount stated therein was 
correct, They are not in any sense warrants on the Treasurer or 
binding on the territory except as they may be considered a moral 
obligation, and it would be difficult to present a stronger claim to 
the sense of right, justice and honesty of the Legislature than the 
holders of these certificates possess. They left their homes and 
avocations in the midst of the farming and harvesting seasons, 
шапу of them at а seriou€jaoney loss, went upon hard and dan- 
gerous marches at a risk Ф К lives and health, upon the call of 
E the whole territory. Merchants 
MU food and supplies at the ordinary 
selling price to enable them t# carry out their patriotic purpose. 
Upon a proper presentation of these claims to the General Govern- 
ment, the territory will be refunded its outlay for the campaign. 
Bat the territory must first assume to pay it in some form and 
give the seal of its approval to these claims before the United 
States will consider them,

воп, and J.ieut, Chaves АП made full and complete reports 
which are on file in this office and show vividly the hardships and 
piivations endured and the obstacles overcome by themselves aud 
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men upon the various scouts and pursuits after Geronimo’s band, 

І regret to announce the death of Capt. Dumas Provencher of 
the 2nd Regt. Cavalry, who was foully murdered by unknown 
assassins on the night of November 6, 1888, while quietly sitting in 
the polling room of his own precinct at San Rafael. He was not 
known to have an enemy in the world, while his friends were 
legion and found in every part of the territory, He was one of 
the earliest American settlers and one of the oldest Militia officers, 
and in his untimely death the Militia has lost one of its most 
active, intelligent and zealous officers and the territory one of its 
very best citizens. 


Since my laat report Capt. Analla has returned fifty of the sixty 
rifles issued to him; they are all in bad condition. 

I am glad to report that at last we have been able to obtain our 
quota of the four hundred thousand dollars appropriated for the 
arming and equipping of the Militia. It was drawn in improved 
rifles, carbines and ammunition for the same, and is all on hand 
and unissued, an itemized statement of which is contained in 
appendix “С” to this report, as well as a list of other arms, ammu- 
nition and equipments now on hand, 


I wish to call your earnest attention to the necessity of at once 
procuring for the use of the territory the original muster and pay 
rolls of New Mexican Volunteers during the war of the rebellion. 
They are not only necessary to this office to make its files complete 
and furnish information to soldiers, their widows and families who 
may apply for pensions, and which they have a right to demand 
from this office; but they will be of the greatest money benefit to 
the territory when the old Militia warrants are investigated, as 
they surely will be in time. There are about a million dollars of 
those warrants outstanding, I am told, and these original muster 
and pay rolls are absolutely the only means of checkirg back on 
the warrants and determining their validity or whether they are 


. duplicates or forgeries, All attempts to obtain duplicates from 


Washington have failed, and it was only recently learned that the 
original rolls were in existence, They can now be procured for a 
reasonable sum, I am told, and if they prove to be genuine, their 
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money value to the territory can hardly be estimated now, and it 
will increase in mathematical proportion each year. I consider 
the purchase of these original muster and pay rolls as one of the 
most necessary, economical and prudent acts which the Legisla- 
ture could perform, and believe such a course would save to the 
territory many times their cost in the payment of old Militia war- 
rants.-alone. 

Complaints having been made by residents near the Armory of 
the danger of having the ammunition stored therein, I made 
arrangements to transfer the same to the magazine of W. A. 
McKenzie, Esq., where it will be perfectly safe, and by his kind- 
ness is allowed to remain there without cost tu the territory. ~ 

In conclusion I desire to return the thanks of myself and of all 
the officers and men of the Militia to General B. H. Grierson, his 
Staff and the officers within his District for the uniform courtesy 
and kindness with which we have been treated by him and for the 
numerous favors which they have freely granted when occasion 
offered. ~ А
